The experience has been that a colored 
cadet can hot have justice done him at 
West Point. Several have bten sent there, 
and each has been compelled to sacrifice 
manhood, to bear insults, and to sufftr 
humiliation, before he could be graduated. 
It costs twice the nerve and the industry, 
for a colored cadet to go through the Mil­ 
itary Academy, that it does a white cadet. 
There is a prejudice against them, and 
they know this fact- They are looked upon 
aa intruders, and they feel it. They are 
acorned and insulted, ostracized and bufflt- 
e l, and 
loaded down

o endure, and hive yet c ine out con­ 
querer. But not one cl them bas yet been 
treated with the respect th it is shown the 
white cadets, and these facts remind one 
that the officers at Wcet Point are guilty 
of a crime. General Schofield, who now

showed his deep-seated prtjudice against 
colored cadets, aud bls want of manhood, 
by condemning Whittaker and charging 
that he intl etui his own injuries.

THE NEW OIL REGULATION . 
The Legislature of last winter enacted a 
law (chapter 2G9, laws of 1880) regulating 
the sale and use of illuminating oils in this 
State. This law prohibits, under heavy 
penalties, the sale of any illuminating oils 
after the 24th of May, until the same shall 
nave been examined or tested, and branded 
and approved by an in sp irer, who shall be 
authoriz'd to do such service. 
The re­ 
markably large number of kerosene oil 
accidents which have happened in this 
State and elsewhere during the past few 
years, led to the enactment ol this law. 
It 
is doubtless the case that large quantities 
of bad oils are thrown upon the market, 
then dealt out to iQQOCCQt purchasers, and 
at last to increase the number of calami­ 
ties. To prevent this, as far as possible, 
this law has been wisely enacted. 
The law provides that the tests prescribed 
are that “the oils shall neither give off an 
inflammable vapor, or take fire and burn 
upon the application of a well lighted 
taper at any temperature below 120' Fab., 
aud also that it shall remain clear and 
transparent when cooled for the space of 
ten mlnntes to a temperature of 20° Fab. 
The instrument prescribed for making the 
flishtest thus provided for Is to be oi the 
(orm known as a closed tester, similar in 
construction to that now used in M ichi­ 
gan.” 
It farther provides that “ the sale or use 
for illuminating purposes of such materials 
as Gasoline, Rose Oil, Petroleum Fluids or 
any other of the lighter aud more inflam­ 
mable products of Petroleum by whatever 
name they may be known, is entirely pro­ 
hibited, and dealers are made responsible 
tor any pecuniary or other damages that 
may result from the use of auy Oils sold in 
violation of the law.” 
Dr. J. T. Reeve, of Appleton, who has 
been appointed Supervisor of I nspectors ot 
illuminating oils, bas issued a circular in 
which he urges every one interested to 
make timely preparations for a prompt 
and faithful compliance with the law. To 
this end he suggests to all dealers that id 
their future orders for oil they should 
specify that they be ot the quality to bear 
the Wisconsin tests. This caution is es­ 
pecially needful rn regard to oils ordered 
from without the btate, as it will be en­ 
cumbent on all persons ordering such oils 
to secure the inspection required by this 
act before they can be offered for aile. 
This rule, of course, applies to retail as 
well as to wholesale dealers ; aud dealers 
must bear In mind that only oils which 
have been so tested an i branded by a W :s- 
consin inspector, can be sold in this 
Slates. The Supervisor of Inspectors gives 
notice that “inspectors under the act are 
cow being appointed at such places as will 
so far as possible, meet the needs aud c n - 
vecienccs of dealers. They will be expect­ 
ed an i directed to exercise such courtesy 
and promptness in all their official transac­ 
tions as will subject dealers to the least 
possible inconvenience, bul it will be their 
duty as sworn officers ot the law to report 
any violation of its provisions to the proper 
prosecuting officers, and this they will be 
directed to do without fear or favor."

We t P oint, April 15—General Scho­ 
field says mat the public fiaye got a wrong 
impression that the present investigation 
of me Coart ut Inquiry is the first.

powers lu a thorough and exhaustive in 
vcsUgalion, aud theu sent his report ol 
failure to ferret out perpetrators, to the 
superintendent. General Schofield theu 
ordered a court ol inquiry to investigate 
the imputation cast upon Whittaker. 
Tho court was occupied this morning 
reading ail the evidence of Whittaker, he 
being present. 
The toiiowing card explains itself: *Iam 
authorized ny a Wealthy citizen of New 
Yolk city to uffur a reward of 11,009 tor 
me detection aud cjnvicuon of the person 
or persons who committed the outrage up 
on Cadet Whittaker on the night of April 
5, 1880. I assume the responsibility ol 
payment at the request of the gentleman 
referred to. 
“Martin I. Townsend.” 
Mr Townsend questioned Wnutaker ai 
length upon his social standing in the 
corps. He said he had no associates in the 
corps. He never had a social conversation 
witn auy of them, and that hat been so 
ever siuce be ii.st arrived at the post in 
187G. The cadets have outdoor sports, but 
he never participated in them, and the 
young men rn his class never visited his 
room except officially. He also told Town 
send how he had been ignored in the 
mess-room by the waiters. Dishes on being 
passed around would be passed by him 
He said his standing at the last annual 
examination was 47 in a class of 58.

Joseph Coolidge., of Boston, lo whom It 
was given by Jefferson himsef in In 1825, 
whose granddaughter Mr. Coolidge had 
married, aud has an autograph inscription 
as follows: 
Thomas Jefferson gives this writing desk 
to Joseph Coolidge, Jr., as a memorial of 
his affection. It was made from a drawing 
his 
own 
by 
Ben Randall, 
cabinet 
maker, 
of 
Philadelphia, 
with whom ho first lodged on his arrival 
in that city in May, 1770, and 19 the identi­ 
cal one on which he wrote the Declaration 
of Independence. Politics as well as re­ 
ligion has its superstitions. These, gaining 
strength with lime, may one day give 
imaginary value to this relic for its associ­ 
ation with the birth of the great charier of 
our Independence.

Washington, April 15—A telegram from 
Washington to a Philadelphia paper stat­ 
ing that Tilden had prepared a letter to be 
presented to the condog state convention 
in New York announcing his withdrawal 
from the Presidential race, was tho topic of 
much discussion at the capital to-day.

W a sh in g to n, April lo —The prospect 
of the Republican party in the Coming 
Presidential election are buttering damage 
at the hands of its friends, but little less 
than from tho assaults of its enemies. Byrne 
of the most widely circulate J Republican 
journals are indulging in ttndiog fault with 
all the prominent candidates of the party, 
except the one of their preference; and 
through the influence of these papers, the 
friends Bf the respective candidates are 
arrayed against each other. Heated dis 
elusions are provoked, each voter becoui 
mg more positive in hts preference, and 
perhaps denunciatory of all except the 
mao of his own choice. A prominent Re 
publican journal, in the city of New York 
has said more to disparage one cf the Re 
publican candidates than any hall dozjb 
Democratic newspapers in the wholecoun 
try. Another class of Republican journals 
having different preferences and dislikes, 
are pressing the candidate of their cho ic 
regardless of doing injustice to the man 
who may prove to be the nominee of the 
Convention. 
It is nearly certain that one of the three 
most prominent men. now spoken ot lox 
the Presidency, will he nominated by the 
Republican Convention in Juue next, 
lie 
it whicn it may ut these, if the Republican 
papers referred to fail into line and sup­ 
port the num inet.it will take some of them 
most of the intervening time, from then to 
November next, to noa-say, u k e b a d ,ana 
explain away all the harm they have balu 
ot the candidate nominated, it is reason­ 
able to conclude that some Repubhdu 
newspapers will hod themselves in an em 
barraged situation slier the Chicago Con 
ventioQ, and sh*»ru ut much of their party 
influence. It u proper, in a lree country , 
to discuss dispassionately the merits cl 
candidates to be passed upon by a nomi­ 
nating convention, but mere are unreason 
able attempts, by a portion ot the Repub­ 
lican press, to behale 
aud dispar*g 
whichever may stand in the way ut their 
choice.

COLORED 
CADET WHITTAKER —STRANG E 
PROCEEDING!—COLOR PREJUDICE. 
Every newspaper reader has doubtless 
noticed the statement* of the West Point 
colored cadet, John C. Whittaker, being 
eel opoa lo his room by masked ruffains. 
inhumanly beaten, one of his ears cropped 
off, and his perron otherwise mutilated 
This outrage has properly enough excited 
Indignation, and has been the subject ut 
much commem here by members oi Con­ 
gress. For the purpose of bringing this 
piece of savagery to the proper attention 
of the government, Mr. McCook, member 
from New York, offered a resolution to the 
House, calling un the Secretary of War to 
furnish such information to Congree ss 
may have come lulu hid possession Under 
the rales of the House a single objection is 
sufficient to carry the resolution over. Mr. 
Aiken, of South Carolina, was the mem­ 
ber to make the objection ; aujj although 
appealed to from different paris of the 
House, to withdraw his objection, he per 
slatently refuged to do so. Mr. A.ken sought 
to Justify his action, by saying It was a 
matter In which Congress had no busincss- 
to interfere. 
This excuse of the {South 
Carolina ex-slave driver was simply iguo* 
ranee, coupled with impudence. The mil 
nary academy at West Foinl is not an in 
dependent corporation; it is the property 
of the people of the United Stales, and ii 
directly under the control of, and depen­ 


dent upon. Coherers tor anuual appropria­ 
tions to keep it in exlstance. Who has the 
right to interfere with that institution, if 
Congress has not? 
Mr. Aiken probably looks upon it aa a 
light offense to crop the ears and disfigure 
the perron ( f a negro, it is said he was a 
1-rgt slave holder before the war, and has 
doubtless been familiar with crimes per­ 
petrated on the negroes, tar worse than 
that done Cadet W hittaker; crimes which 
the laws of his State never punished, and 
which the moral sentiment of the Southern 
chivalry did not regard worth makiog a 
noise about. 
One peculiar lad in the case, is the ap­ 
parent purpose, to have it appear Cadet 
Whittaker perpetrated this outrage on 
himself, for a special purpose. From the 
outlet of the investigation, directed by 
General Schofield, every possible effort 
bad been made to prove that Whittaker 
himself commixed the act. No special 
pains seemed to have been taken to look 
for the guilty party e se where. If by any 
possibility me public can be made to credit 
the st*try (hat Whittaker is alone in the 
matter, it will be triumph enough for the 
Institution. If '.his be an uofair conclusion 
Why was the investigation confined to 
Whittaker almost alone for several days 
and he kept on the stand and subjected to, 
criticism, M6 if he were a criminal ? 
It is 
not impossible, it may yet be ma Ie to ap­ 
pear the colored cadet did the lo jury to 
himself, but should this act bd proven on 
otto r parties. General Schofield, will be 
held responsible for his Zeal rn the attempt 
to fasten the act on a student, on whom 
the prejudice of the military school, attack 
on account of bisector. 
There is probably no city in the country

The colored 
population, who constitute about oue- 
vhud of the inhabitants, monopolize all 
the labor. A- to the irades and profes­ 
sions they arc fl led to repletion, because 
so rnaoy per-on* are ambitious to reside al 
ne capital of the nation, and compete for 
a share cd the already ov iuone business, 
though it furoisn them only a .-canty sup­ 
port* Tnere is a sort ct charm about 
Washington, which induces multitudes to 
stay, aud subsist on sh >rt allowances, in 
nopes of something to turn up, ra’her than 
go elsewhere and find a wider field of 
activity. 
Even the colored people, have a 
strong attachment 
to Washington; one 
half ol their number now bere,could easily 
supply all the d< tnand for labor. 
While 
the exodus fever h&9 prevailed in other 
localities, it bas had no effect bere; not a 
colored man has left. It is true the De­ 
gums enj *y all their rights here, which is 
a strong inducement for them to stay. 
There are things peculiar to Washington 
not noticeable i i other cider; the vast 
number of dwelling houses, having signs 
attached to the outer walls, on which is 
conspicuously primed "R ems to L e t/’ or 
“Hoarding,” attracts the notice ct stranger.1* 
These pasteboard signs are olten seen on 
nearly every b< use, for considerable dis­ 
tances. Many of the best families occu­ 
pying large hr Use* go into the room rent­ 
ing business, to help pav expenses. Such 
tam uh 8 however, as have rooms to let, aud 
are ambitious to be reckoned in the higher 
circles, contrive other methods to adver­ 
tise their accommodations. 
The sign 
“rooms to rent,” throws suspicion that me 
master of the house, Is “ hard up,” and 
therefore liable to be counted in the vul­ 
gar classes 
A proportion of the boarding 
houses, are kept by the wives of govern­ 
ment clerk-, or ny a sister, aunt or cornin 
ti some clerk.

presided and the music which was inter­ 
spersed throughout the programme was 
rendered by a quartet consisting of Miss 
Dollie Patten, Mrs. C. E. Moseley, Dr. 
Newman and Mr. Wingate, with Miss 
Wilson as organist. The following are 
synopses of the several essays and ora­ 
tions presented: 
W ar aad Its E ffects—ti. O. Bieedori*. 
The subject was handled in a very melh 
odical manner, and showing an evidently 
logical tarn of mind in the speaker. He 
first showed the progress made, step by 
step, in perfecting the organization of 
armies, the plans of battles, and the muni* 
tlons of war. He then considered the two 
sides of war, its benefits and its evil?. 
Among the former he touched upon the 
increase in the activity and intelligence oi 
a nation coming in contact with a more 
highly civilized people—the development 
of patriotism, and of military genius 
Among the evils were destruction of lift 
and property and the demoralization of 
men.

This was a smoothly written, clearly 
worded showing of some of the respontibili 
ties of keeping the life given us and of 
using it aright. None live long enough or 
fulfill the mission of life well enough to 
acquire any right to abandon It. The 
evil in life was largely in ourselves, and 
when trials come from 
without, they 
should be borne bravely for, this life was 
but a band's span compared with eternity. 
Suicide was a theft practiced on mankind, 
and a proof of insanity or great weak­ 
ness. It seemed, ala9, to bo on the in 
crease. It deprived the world of man's 
services, it brought upon others even 
heavier burdens than the suicide sought 
to throw off himself. It man was but an 
animal it might not seem so sad for him ­ 
self and unjust to others, but this life is 
but the initial of a never ending existence.

Th is proved an able detense of the poet­ 
ical side of life.
